feet along the highway west of Shingle Springs Tuesday midnight, Man- 
uel Padilla, 22, of near El Dorado, suffered a fractured skull from which 


he died almost instantly. 


His brother, Herbert, said to have been driving, escaped with a dis- 
located left shoulder, cuts and bruises. He is a patient at the county 


hospital for observiation. 

The body of the dead man, who is 
survived by his wife and three small 
children in addition to his mother 
and two brothers, is in the care of 
the Dillinger mortuary chapel. 

While the state Highway Patrol 
began an investigation into the cir- 
cumstances of the crash Wednesday 
forenoon, Coroner A. J. Orelli an- 
nounced that he would delay, for 
the time being, setting the date for 
the formal inquest. 

According to Officer Charles 
Flick, of the state Highway Patrol, 
who was called to the scene of the 
wreck, he and Dr. D. W. Babcock 
found Manuel Padiila dead when 
they arrived at the scene. 

Herbert Padilla was removed to 
the count# hospital under the care 
of coum, Phyfcan Dr. A. A. Mc- 
Kinnon, 

Officer Flick reports the wreck 
took place about 12:15 Wednesday 
morning on U.S. 50 about three 
and one-tenth miles below Shingze 
Springs, on the “long, straight 
stretch” of highway between what 
are known as the Miser and the 
McGinnis places.

Press reports from* Sacramento 
State that the state Railroad Com- 
mission has granted the application 
of the Southern Pacific Company 
to discontinue its passenger service 
on the Sacramento-Placerville line. 

This is despite vigorous protests 
to the commission against the grant- 
ing of application, on behalf of 
the County Board of Supervisors, 
the Placerville City Council, 
County Chamber of Commerce.
